It was planned 
to operate the camp for seven 
reeks, but at the end of three 
Weeks the police effectually closed 
by arresting everyone in camp 
except children. There are war-

‘other persons implicated but 
‘these have vanished. 






“The daily program at ‘Camp | 


‘Soviet’ is very clear in some re- 
Spects and very cloudy in others. 
It must be remembered that every 
eye witness of the camp routine 
Was an unwilling and antagonistic 
“witness on the stand. There were 
about 40 children in camp. They 
all slept on cots out of doors. 
* Ona nearby hillside was erectea 
a@ flag pole, a fruit prop, taken 
without permission from a neigh- 
boring orchard. At 6:30 a. m. a 
leader called out, ‘Comrades, are 
you ready?’ The children sprang 
out of bed and sang out ‘Always 
ready,’ and faced the red flag of 
communism as it was hoisted on 
the pole, and raised their right 
hands and repeated in unison, 
ʻI piedge alegiance to the wor- 
kers’ red flag and to the cause 
for which it stands, one aim 
throughout our lives, freedom for 
the working classes.’ 


“The flag was then bought down 
and stored away in a suit case 
under a cot. There was not an 
American flag in camp. The 
Communist flag as shown was a 
piece of red cloth with a black

| fining the majority necessary at 


the polls. 

He referred to the following 
statement in the law concerning a 
city council's power: “To levy 
and collect annually a property tax, 
which shall not, without the as- 
sent of two-thirds of the qualified 
electors of said city or town vot- 
ing at an election to be held for 
that purpose, exceed $1 on each 
$100 of valuation’.’ 

“Another law which I think 
may or may not still be effective 
provides that a city of the sixth 
class can raise a total of 15 cents 
for parks, music and promotion,” 
Mr. Gray continued. “But in as 
much as 15c is not enough to cov- 
er these items, it seems manifest 


‘that we could not act under this 
particular law even if it is still |
